A Socathbing Analysis of Manager to 


Payne's Assets—A Hole in the 
Ground. 
Col. F. A. Eastman, late editor of the 
Tribune, was seen yesterday regarding the 
charges. made against him by his old asso- 
ciates. He made the following statement 
in brief: 

“You would be led to think that I lefta 
good thing when I retired from the Tribune, 
with its profitson two years’ business of 832. 
836. You read those figures in H. T. Payne’s 
statement this morning. They nearly cor- 
respond with the figures he read off in the 
annual meeting of stockholders. His fig-

sumed to show that the Tribune Publishing 
Company was that much ahead at the expir- 
ation of the second year. As it appears 
that Mr. Boyce, for prudential reasons, has 
been temporarily squelched. and not al- 
lowed to speak for the concern, and 
MR.

has again come to the front, before pro- 
ceeding to more important matters it may 
be worth while to say a word in regard to 
the latter gentieman: First, I have always 
regarded Mr. Payne as more fool than 
knave. Ignorant and vulgar as he is, and 
subservient to Boyce, 1 have yet tried to be- 
lieve him incapable of deliberate villainy.

Aarons and Bis Glerk Put Behind 
the Pars. 

Arnold Aarons, the proprietor of the 
Plaza Bazar, where the incendiary fire oc-

That none of the Tribune’s pa- 
per in bank has ever been dishonored, 
and that it is in an elegant and com- 
fortable financial condition, with no 
attachments, protests, receivers.

When Judge Enoch Kn'ght got up 
from his chair in Williams’s Hall this 
afternoon and urged assistance from 
citizens to strengthen the Board of 
Trade by their attendance, he uttered 
a sentiment which strikes at the very 
foundation of our city. The meeting 
of citizens, which was called through | “e 
the public press at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon in Williams's Hall, was attended 
by a delegation of 90 ‘citizens at its 
opening and over 150 before its close. 

Promptly at 2:30 o’clock Enoch 
Knight took the floor. and in bis calm 
manner called the meeting to order 
and stated the object of their coming 
together.

‘These eee 
tions appeal to our pockets. 
must be unity in these questions. We 
need community of sentiment. What. 
then, can be done? I am most heartily 
in favor of memorializing the Legisla- 
ture in striking out this tax. I have 
not lost faith in Southern California. 
Our drawbacks should not discourage 
us. We have not hard times. I move 
it be the sense of the meeting to 
memorialize the Legislature now in 
session to abolish taxation on mort- 


ges. 

A lengthy discussion now followed, 
and favorable expressions were heard 
from Mr. Kerr, Mr. Baton and others. 

Judge Lynch of San Bernardino, 
who was present, was called upon, and 
threw considerable light on the sub- 
ject, and explained how mortgages 
were made and the channels it would 
be , to sail through to abolish 
taxation he sentiments of Mr. Bu- | bt.
